JUDGE THOMPSON EXPLAINS. 

Tbe report has been mdustri 
oxsly circulated that I.more than 
anyone else, am responsible for 
the failure of the Fiscal Court to 
open.lor free travel the turnpike 
roads of the county. I wish 
merely to state tbe facts ia regard 
1b this matter and if there is any 
blam’e attached to me for my 
course. 1 am willing to Btaai the 
censure that Ihp good citizens 
may give me. 

In the first place, the vote was 
taken on the question of ••Free 
Turnpikes’* at tne November 
election 1695. and was carried 
by a large majority of the votes 
east, but under tbe law upon 
which Ibis vote was taken, the 
people who were most interested 
in tbe movement knew that it 
was impossible to have free roads 
until there was some farther leg 
fcUtlion on the subject. By com¬ 
mon consent the whole matter 
was passed until the General 
Assembly of tbe State should 
meet and make tbe needed legis 
Ration. 

Tbe General Assembly did. bv 
an act, which was. approved 
March 17. 1890. providing for 
free turnpikes, which also stated 
that counties hiving heretofore 
Yoted favorably on the question, 
need not take another vote. This 
act did nut become a iaw and was 
not in force until the 17t*i of 
June. 189&. as no act of he Ge^ 
cral Assembly, uoless there is an 
emergency clause attached, be- 
c imesoperative until ninety days 
a'ter it* approval. *

kind, will, undir tho some ireoimeui, 
ahriuk about 0 per «ml. of its original 
weight withiu a yeur. It is prolxihle 
Unit heavy, greu#/ wool will ahriuk 
considerably in-ur lhau this. Wool dcol- 
ete Mate that they can never handle this 
kind of wool in the early port of the 
aeaoon without austaiuiitg * heavy loro 
ui weight. Before deciding to hold wool 
it is well to take into oOtiaidcraliou ilw 
kiud and condition of the nlip aud cal¬ 
culate the probable loro from shrinkage.
